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Proposed water rate increase declined

For the fourth time in re¬ 
cent months, the Liberty 
City Council has declined to 
act on the advice of Mayor 
Steve Sweeney concerning 
raising utility rates in the 
city. 

Also, the East Casey 
County Water District 
also decided not to act on 
Sweeney’s proposed water 
increase. 

Sweeney attended the East 
Casey County Water District 
Board meeting on March 13 
and asked for a 9 percent in¬ 


crease in the price ECCWD 
pays for water. 

The ECCWD currently 
pays the city a wholesale 
rate of $2.38 per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons and Sweeney wants that 
raised to $2.65. 

The district is under a 40- 
year contract with the city to 
purchase an average of 17 
million gallons of water a 
month. 

Last year, the district 
bought 209,932,000 gallons 
from the city for a monthly 
average of 17.5 million gal¬ 
lons, said ECCWD Manager 
Andy Greynolds. 

Sweeney said that an in-

crease is justified in order 
for the city to break even on 
water and sewer department 
costs which he said would 
face a deficit of $157,847. 

Sweeney cited rising costs 
in chemicals and other sup¬ 
plies, increases in the cost of 


fuel, electricity and retire¬ 
ment contributions for city 
workers. 

“We’re not trying to 
make a profit, we’re trying 
to break even with our wa¬ 
ter company,” Sweeney told 
ECCWD board members. 

ECCWD Board Chair¬ 
man Ricky Carman told 
Sweeney that the board 
would take his suggestion 
for a rate increase under ad¬ 
visement. 

The following day at 
the city council meeting, 
Sweeney first asked for a 
motion increasing residential

Casey man 
indicted on 
multiple 
sex charges

A local man has been in¬ 
dicted by a Casey County 
grand jury on 33 counts of sex 
crimes against females who 
were under the age of 14 at the 
time the acts were allegedly 
committed. 

Jason Alexander Reusser, 
37, of 2450 Sloans Fork Road, 
Windsor, faces seven counts 
of first-degree rape, court doc¬ 
uments indicate. 

The indictment states that 
Reusser, from Dec. 6, 2008 
through Dec. 16, 2009, com¬ 
mitted rape on a girl not yet 
12 years old on six separate 
occasions. 

Also, the indictment alleges 
that Reusser, from Sept. 18, 
2007 to Sept. 18, 2009, raped 
a second girl who was also 
less than 12 years old. 

In addition, Reusser is 
charged with one count of 
first-degree sodomy with a 
child less than 12 years old

Durham 
indicted for 
murder

A former Casey County man 
has been indicted by a Taylor 
County grand jury on charges 
that the killed his grandmother. 

The prosecution has said the 
man likely won’t face the death 
penalty, but is facing as much as 
life in prison. 

Jesse J. Durham, 20, of 102 
Eads St., Campbellsville, was 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der on Tuesday, March 6. The 
indictments weren’t released 
from the Taylor Circuit Clerk’s 
Office until March 12. 

According to court records, 
Durham allegedly argued with 
his great-grandmother on Feb. 
10, and then stmck her with a 
hammer until she died. A Camp¬ 
bellsville Police report states 
that the department received a 
phone call from Matt Blaine 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, reporting 
that he hadn’t had contact with 
his mother, Elizabeth Arins- 
mier, 77, of 105 Daisy Drive in 
Campbellsville, for a few days. 
Blaine asked officers to check

Old Brown Motel scheduled to reopen after renovations 


Local couple working to provide lodging in Liberty

After being closed for the better part of a 
year, Liberty’s only motel has new owners. 

Doug and Nicki Johnson, owners of Liberty 
Electronics, plan to reopen the former Brown 
Motel, (later known as Royal Inn Express) as 
the Bedford Inn in late spring or early summer. 

The motel, on Wallace Wilkinson Boulevard, 
had fallen into disrepair in recent years under 
various out-of-town owners. 

Built in the 1960s by the late Charles and Lil¬ 
lian Brown, they would operate the motel for 
more than 40 years before retiring. 


The Johnsons considered the idea of buying 
the property for several years. 

“We looked at the motel in 2008 and actually 
made an offer that was rejected. As the years 
passed, it made me sadder and sadder to see the 
decline that was becoming so evident,” Nicki 
said. 

They looked at the motel again last year and 
decided then was the time to buy it. 

“We want to do what we can to count — we 
want to be of service to those folks traveling to 
or through Casey County. This is our home and 
we love it,” Nicki said.

We do five 
in America. There needs to be 
some change in our jail system.

Use the recycling center

Recently I made five trips to 
the recycling center in a week 
and a half.

I am sorry to hear that the 
mayor of Liberty is consider¬ 
ing stopping curbside recycling 
service out of lack of interest 
among the citizens of Liberty. 
The Liberty residents wouldn’t 
have a long trip to the recycling 
center but what a lovely con¬ 
venience it would be to have 
someone pick up recyclables 
at the door. I would very much 
like to have this service. I will, 
however, continue to carry my 
recyclables from Yosemite to 



Liberty and take advantage of 
the recycling center if anyone is 
there to receive them. 

I found some interesting 
facts on the Internet. I’ll share 
them with you. 

■ Less than 1 percent of all 
plastic products are recycled 
in the U.S. Americans throw 
away 25,000,000 plastic bever¬ 
age bottles every hour. 

■ A study showed that in 
2004, 55 billion aluminum 
cans were landfilled, Uttered or 
burned. This is enough to fill 
the Empire State Building 20 
times. The energy required to 
replace just the cans wasted was 
equivalent to 16 milhon barrels 
of cmde oil, enough to meet the 
electricity needs of aU homes in 
Chicago, DaUas, Detroit, San 
Lrancisco, and Seattle. 

■ Each ton (2,000 pounds) 
of recycled paper can save 3.5 
cubic yards of landfiU, 17 30- 
foot (pulp) trees, 7,000 gaUons 
of water, 380 gaUons of oil, and 
4,100 kwh of energy. 

I want to recycle and do. I 
just want to be given the oppor¬ 
tunity. I was so pleased when it 
was announced that we would 
have a recycling center here 
in Casey County like in other 
counties that weren’t stuck in 
the “dump it or bum it” mindset 
of the past. 

I want to urge fiscal court to 
develop a plan to staff the center 
when “he” can’t be there; there 
wiU be times when “he” can’t. 
That’s not “his” fault. Wouldn’t 
it be a hoot if some of the road 
workers could fiU in when nec¬ 
essary? 

Think about it, Casey County 
Liscal Court members and do 
something about it.

Let's hear it for the underdogs 


“The thing I like about 
the NCAA College Basket¬ 
ball Tournament is that any 
team can win it all.” 

I was explaining to my 
wife why I was standing in 
front of the TV, eyes glued 
to the NCAA Tournament 
and not sitting in my usual 
place with her watching the 
evening news. The truth 
is, although I have a few 
favorite teams, my main 
attraction to March Mad¬ 
ness is in anticipating the 
little guys, the Lehighs, the 
Virginia Commonwealths, 
and the Norfolk States tak¬ 
ing down the big boys, the 
Dukes, the Michigans, and 
the Missouris. 

But why? Why do I and 
so many others pull for the 
underdog? Is it just because 
we want to see the mighty 
fall? 

There’s more to it than 
that. 

Certainly, the thrill of 
the unexpected is part of 
it; it is exciting to see the 
number one seed go down. 
But when you start think¬ 
ing about the psychology of 
why we choose to cheer for 
the underdog, it gets com¬ 
plicated. 

The underdog brings out 



contradictions. A part of us 
hopes the underdog will 
win. Maybe we have an 
inherent desire for social 
equality, for the haves to 
know what it’s like to be a 
have not, for the privileged 
to trade places with the un¬ 
derprivileged, for the aris¬ 
tocracy to experience the 
common life. 

On the other hand, we 
like to see talent and effort 
rewarded. We like to think 
that if we try hard and take 
the more difficult courses, 
we will be compensated ac¬ 
cordingly. After all, there 
is a reason why underdogs 
are the underdogs: Based on 
prior performance and level 
of competition, they are not 
expected to beat their more 
successful and sometimes 
more disciplined oppo¬ 
nents. 

And to further compli¬ 
cate what’s going on in our 
minds when we support the 
underdog, think about this: 
The less attached we are to 


a team, the more likely we 
are to root for the opposing 
underdog. It’s okay for the 
underdog to upset a team 
we are neutral towards or 
don’t like. But we don’t 
want our team to be a vic¬ 
tim of the upstart. When 
I heard that Norfolk State 
had surprised Missouri, I 
smiled. But when South 
Dakota State shot ahead of 
Baylor, my alma mater, ear¬ 
ly in their first round game, 
I wanted absolutely no part 
of an upset. 

The narrative of the un¬ 
derdog has deep cross cul¬ 
tural roots in our history. 
Lrom David and Goliath to 
Robert the Bruce to Rocky 
Balboa to the Arab Spring, 
the underdog is a constant 
player in our communal 
psyche. We can relate be¬ 
cause we have felt like the 
underdog, and when we are 
down, the fantasy of over¬ 
coming engenders hope for 
us to rise from the ashes. 

But, while we find inspi¬ 
ration in those stories of the 
long shot winning against 
all odds, our sympathy for 
the underdog is fickle. Scott 
Allison, professor of psy¬ 
chology at the University 
of Richmond, cites what he 


calls the “Wal-Mart effect.” 
We root for our small town 
store when the dominating 
corporation moves in, but 
when it comes to the best 
buy on our television, we 
opt for the cheaper price at 
the powerful chain store. 
He concludes that our af¬ 
finity for the lesser team is 
“a mile wide and an inch 
deep.” 

We are, at least to a de¬ 
gree, motivated by our own 
self interest, are we not? 

So I’ll cheer for the un¬ 
derdogs until they play my 
alma mater or step on the 
court against the favorite 
team of the folks I would 
have to console come Sun¬ 
day morning should their 
team lose. The fans who 
because of their team’s loss 
may not listen to the ser¬ 
mon, or may, in rehearsing 
the nightmare of their de¬ 
feat, forget that the offering 
plate was passed. 

So let’s hear it for the un¬ 
derdogs ! 

As long they aren’t play¬ 
ing the teams we like.

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Richards retiring 
after 37 years

DeLois Richards had tears in 
her eyes as she sat in her beauty 
shop on Wallace Wilkinson 
Boulevard where she’s worked 
for the past 25 years. 

Richards announced on Fri¬ 
day that she’s hanging up her 
scissors after a 37-year career as 
a beautician in Casey County. 

“I love my customers just hke 
family and they mean every¬ 
thing to me,” she said, smiling. 
“Very few people have walked 
out my door without me telling 
them that I loved them.” 

To look at the attractive and 
vivacious blonde with an out¬ 
going personality, it’s not easy 
to tell that she’s 66 and ready 
for retirement. 

“My mind doesn’t want me 
to quit but my arms are giving 
me fits,” Richards said. 

For the past 15 years, Rich¬ 
ards has experienced rotator 
cuff problems in her shoulder 
and it’s gotten worse. 

Opting not to have surgery, 
she worked with a doctor who 
prescribed a series of exercises 
which helped her live with the 
pain. 

Working from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m. for many years was the 
one thing Richards loved more 
than anything else. 

“I believe in dedication to my 
customers and my work. I can 
count on my hands the number 
of days that I’ve missed in the 
past 37 years,” she said, adding 
there were days she didn’t feel 
well but went to work anyway. 

And annual vacations? 

“I took a vacation seven 
years ago. Went to Las Vegas 
and spent from Friday to Mon¬ 
day and came home,” she said. 

Since her shop is closed on 


Sunday and Monday, the va¬ 
cation caused her to miss two 
days of work. 

And if a vacation didn’t 
cause her to close her shop for 
long periods, neither would a 
flood. 

Richards’ shop, next to El 
Mexicano Restaurant, had sev¬ 
eral feet of standing water in it 
when the flood hit on May 2, 
2010 . 

“I lost everything. There was 
mud on my chairs and equip¬ 
ment but I was only out a few 
days,” she said. 

So as not to disappoint her 
customers, Richards stepped 
across the parking lot from her 
shop and used a comer of the H 
& R Block office for a month 
to cut hair. 

That dedication to her work 
is evident in talking to her cus¬ 
tomers. 

Casey Countian Kenneth 
King was Richards’ first cus¬ 
tomer in 1975 in a shop she had 
at her home on West Ky. 70. 

“She was real nervous when 
she cut my hair for the first time 
and her hands were shaking. I 
told her, ‘DeLois, it’s just hair, 
it’ll grow back.’” 

After that, King said, it was 
smooth sailing with Richards 
when he got his hair cut. 

“I like the way she cuts my 
hair and she’s always worked 
me in. She’s a dear friend and 
I’ll miss her,” said King. 

Richards said she’ll take life 
at a slower pace but has no 
plans to travel. 

She does, however, plan to 
spend time with her two chil¬ 
dren, Gary and Pam, and her 
two grandchildren and four 
great grandchildren. 

“I’m not retiring to babysit 
but I’ll help,” she said, laugh¬ 
ing.

The Johnsons are in the 
midst of coordinating major 
renovations to every area of 
the motel. 

“The Inn is in bad shape 
and needs a lot of TLC, that’s 
for sure,” she said, adding that 
structurally, the motel building 
and roof are as solid as the bed- 
ford stone on the facade. 

That tender loving care 
involves replacing basically 
everything in each of the 22 
rooms. 

“It appears that most ev¬ 
erything of value is missing. 
There are no refrigerators, mi¬ 
crowaves or coffee pots in any 
of the rooms. Very few usable 
linens are left and there aren’t 


enough towels for a decent 
bath,” said Nicki. 

Plans are to tear out old 
wood paneling on some walls 
and repaint others, replace the 
carpet, redo the bathrooms, 
install new mattresses, linens, 
furniture, drapes, and heating 
and cooling units. 

Doug said that in addition 
to these major changes guests 
will see many electronic up¬ 
grades including the installa¬ 
tion of flat screen TVs, mini- 
fridges, microwaves, coffee 
pots, electronic door locks on 
each room, security cameras 
for the outside, and wifi for 
Internet users, among others. 

In addition, the Johnsons are 
adding a hospitality room with 
a large flat screen TV near the 


main office in which they’ll 
serve breakfast to guests. 

The room will also be avail¬ 
able for birthday/pool parties 
and small gatherings, said 
Nicki. 

The swimming pool is an¬ 
other major renovation that 
will soon be underway, she 
said.

11 die on Kentucky 
roadways March 12-18 


Use the change of seasons to evaluate relationships 

By Amy Oakley 


Preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 11 people died 
in five separate crashes on 
Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, March 12 through 
Sunday, March 18, 2012. 

Eight of the fatalities in¬ 
volved motor vehicles and 
six victims were not wear¬ 
ing seat belts. Single-fatality 
crashes occurred in Breathitt, 
Daviess, Hopkins, Jefferson, 
Knox, Monroe, Pike and 
Warren counties. The crash¬ 
es in Daviess and Monroe 
counties involved the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol. 

One motorcycle involved 
fatality occurred in Boone 
County and involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 
The victim was not wearing 
a helmet. 

Two pedestrian involved 
fatalities occurred in Jeffer¬ 
son and Taylor counties. 

Through March 18, 2012, 
preliminary statistics* in¬ 
dicate that 130 people have 
lost their lives on Kentucky 
roadways during 2012. This 
is four less fatalities than 
reported for the same time 
period in 2011. There have 
been 114 motor vehicle fa¬ 
talities and 67 of those vic¬ 
tims were not wearing seat 
belts. Fifteen of those crash¬ 
es involved a commercial 
motor vehicle. Four crashes

involved a motorcycle and 
two victims were not wear¬ 
ing a helmet. Two crashes 
involved an ATV and one 
victim was not wearing a 
helmet. Ten crashes involved 
a pedestrian. Twenty-one 
deaths have resulted from 
crashes involving the sus¬ 
pected use of alcohol.

High speed chase ends in crash 

ADAIR COUNTY — A Glens Fork 
couple was hospitalized last week when 
they tried to flee from police, crashing into 
two police cruisers. 

The pursuit began on March 14 at 10:22 
p.m. following a report to Russell County 
authorities that the suspect vehicle was in 
need of assistance on the Louie B. Nunn 
Parkway. 

When Deputy Cromwell arrived and 
located the vehicle, Christopher Benham, 
32, was working on his 1990 GMC pickup 
truck. 

While Cromwell was doing a registration 
check, Benham jumped into his vehicle and 
headed west on the parkway. 

During the chase, the vehicle crossed the 
median several times, driving in both the 
east and westbound lanes and struck a Rus¬ 
sell County Sheriff’s Department cruiser. 

The chase left the Parkway at the Colum¬ 
bia exit and headed south on Ky. 61. 

The Adair County Sheriff’s Department 
joined the pursuit and entered the roadway 
in front of the suspect vehicle in an attempt 
to slow him down. 

When Benham tried to pass the deputy, 
he lost control of his vehicle, hit the cruiser, 
and overturned off of the roadway.

Benham was under a Russell County in¬ 
dictment warrant for receiving stolen prop¬ 
erty under $10,000 and for being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender. 

Danville getting ready for 
vice presidential debate 

BOYLE COUNTY - Plans are un¬ 
derway for improving the streetscape in 
downtown Danville in preparation for the 
vice presidential debate in October. The 
city has about $270,000 in grant money for 
new lighting, curbs and gutters, and other 
streetscape work at the intersection of Main 
Street and Third Street and extending north 
on Third Street. 

City officials have asked the state Trans¬ 
portation Department to increase the T21 
grant by just under $1 million so that down¬ 
town electrical and lighting systems can be 
upgraded, as well as streetscape elements 
on Main Street all the way from First Street 
to Fifth Street and extending one block in 
either direction on each side street. 

The work would mean new street lights, 
traffic lights, pedestrian signals, outlets for 
municipal service and replacement of old 
ground lights that have become a safety 
concern. The changes could improve safety 
in the area, especially with the town expect¬ 
ing thousands of visitors and an increase in 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic for the de¬ 
bate. 

Interim City Manager Ron Scott said 
city officials are hopeful they will soon get 
good news regarding the requested funding 
for the upgrades. 

Items stolen from 
Waynesburg cemetery 

LINCOLN COUNTY - An unnamed 
informant notified The Interior Journal that 
items were being stolen from the Gooch 
Cemetery, a small family cemetery located 
off Greenbrier Road in Waynesburg. 

Thieves have removed flowers and a 
large, heavy metal cross that had been em¬ 
bedded in the ground. The informant said 
that the person or persons who took the 
cross had to apply a reasonable amount of 
effort to get it out of the ground. 

Sheriff’s Deputy Danny Gilliam said that 
such happenings were not common in the 
county but they could be quite expensive. 
The Sheriff’s Department plans to provide 
extra patrols to the area. Gilliam said that 
the department is also asking the public to 
report any suspicious activity. 

Kentucky Revised Statute (KRS) 525.115 
says that a person is guilty of violating 
graves when he intentionally mutilates 
the graves, monuments, fences, shrubbery, 
ornaments, grounds or buildings. This in¬ 
cludes the removal of items placed upon a 
grave and according to the KRS, violating 
a grave is a Class D felony. 

Lebanon man assaulted 
in New Orleans 

MARION COUNTY - William Chad 
Murphy, 36, of Lebanon is in intensive care 
in a New Orleans hospital after being as¬ 
saulted during the SEC tournament. 

Murphy and some friends were in New 
^rleans to watch the University of Ken¬ 


tucky men’s basketball team compete in the 
SEC tournament. He called his wife to tell 
her that he had gotten separated from his 
friends and was trying to find them. Min¬ 
utes later, he was assaulted in the French 
Quarter. 

The police report stated that a witness 
saw a man blindside Murphy with a blow to 
the head. An off-duty police officer was in 
the area at the time of the incident and was 
able to catch the assailant and arrest him. 

Murphy suffered a hard fall when he was 
assaulted and his skull was fractured in two 
places from the fall. In addition to the two 
fractures there was bleeding into his brain. 
Murphy was taken to LSU Hospital for im¬ 
mediate treatment. 

A neurosurgeon at the hospital said he 
believes Murphy should improve during 
the next four to six weeks and then should 
be able to come home. 

Robotic teams headed to 
world championship 

PULASKI COUNTY - Students from 
Southwestern High School and Pulaski 
County High School teamed up to compete 
in a robotic basketball-like tournament. 
Team 3259, as they are known, created a 
robot that can shoot hoops. The robot is de¬ 
signed to pick up a ball, roll it up to a shoot¬ 
ing mechanism, and throw it into the basket 
like a human basketball player might. 

The robot was entered in the Smoky 
Mountains Regional FIRST (For Inspira¬ 
tion and Recognition of Science and Tech¬ 
nology) Robotics competition in Knoxville, 
Tenn.. The team competed against high 
school students from eight other states and 
Canada and won first place. 

Not only did the team win the 5 3-team 
field, but they were awarded the top judge’s 
honor for the design of their cost-effective 
robot. The team and their robot will be 
moving on to the international champion¬ 
ship round in St. Louis in April. 

Roger Riquelme is the engineering teach¬ 
er at Southwestern who heads up the robot¬ 
ics team along with fellow county teachers 
Travis Bridges and Tara Phelps. He said 
that they were trying to take a fun, com¬ 
petitive aspect and combine it with science, 
math, and engineering. 

Riquelme was formerly a design engi¬ 
neer who moved to Pulaski County from 
Indiana and became a teacher. Before that 
he’d been mentoring robotics teams for 
nine years. He credited strong community 
support with helping to make the team’s 
success possible. 

Russell County employees 
to get wage increase 

RUSSELL COUNTY - County em¬ 
ployees will receive a 2.9 percent “cost of 
living” wage increase when the new fiscal 
year begins on July 1. This is the first in¬ 
crease in two years. The Russell County 
Fiscal Court approved the wage increase at 
their March monthly meeting. 

The increase in pay does not include any 
elected officials but the court did vote to 
give pay increases to deputy jailers at the 
Russell County Detention Center. 

At the detention center, employees who 
make $9 per hour will go up to $9.50 per 
hour, full-time employees making $8.50 
per hour will go up to $9 an hour, part-time 
workers will go from $8 to $8.50 per hour. 
The new starting rate for full-time employ¬ 
ees will be $8.50 per hour with a 50-cent 
increase after 60 days or after completion 
of their first round of mandatory training. 

Prisoners won't steal local jobs 

TAYLOR COUNTY - After weeks of 
public pressure by U.S. Sen. Mitch McCo¬ 
nnell and others, Federal Prison Industries 
(FPI) has chosen not to bid on the military 
T-shirt contract currently held by Camp- 
bellsville Apparel. 

Campbellsville Apparel President Chris 
Reynolds said that they will still have to 
win the contract but it will at least be on a 
level playing field. Campbellsville Appar¬ 
el’s contract ends on Nov. 20. They have 
been producing the T-shirts for the past 10 
years. 

Reynolds said the contract employs 115 
of the company’s 173 employees. 

FPI pays prisoners 23 cents to $1.15 an 
hour while Campbellsville Apparel em¬ 
ployees earn an average of $11.80 per hour 
plus benefits. 

After pressure from officials such as 
McConnell, FPI previously backed out of 
bidding on a contract to produce Air Force 
windbreakers that would have cost Olive 
Hill-based Ashland Sales and Service 100 
jobs. 

McConnell has filed the Federal Prisons 
Accountability Act of 2012, which requires 
the director of the Bureau of Prisons to be 
appointed by the president, by and with the 
advice and consent of the United States 
Senate. Currently the U.S. Attorney Gen- 
eral appoints that position. J

RECC warns members to call before they dig 


Spring is here, and it is the 
time of year that people be¬ 
gin planting trees, bushes, etc. 
South Kentucky RECC cau¬ 
tions to not dig into more than 
you bargained for. There could 
be electric lines buried at your 
proposed digging site with 
anywhere from 120 volts of 
electricity up to 14,400 volts in 
them. 

Two days or more before 
doing any type of digging, 
excavating, or blasting within 
the South Kentucky RECC 
service area, please notify the 
South Kentucky RECC under¬ 
ground notification center. Call 
1-800-264-5112 and ask for 
the dispatcher. Dispatchers are 
on duty 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week. 

The dispatcher will ask for 
your name, phone number, the 


type of digging or other work 
that will be done, when you 
plan to begin work, the name of 
the person responsible for the 
work, directions to the digging 
site, and the nearest South Ken¬ 
tucky RECC service or meter 
number. 

It helps if, before you call, 
you have your electric bill with 
the meter number and location 
number in hand. 

South Kentucky employees 
will then check to see if there 


are underground lines in the 
area, and if so, will mark the 
route with red flags. 

If the South Kentucky RECC 
employee doing the locating 
doesn’t find someone at the site 
to talk to, they will leave a door 
knocker with their name and 
the time it was flagged. 

If you must dig within three 
feet or across the flags, please 
call the dispatcher again, so we 
can be present when you dig to 
ensure your safety.

Getting Children to Like 
Vegetables 

“Ewww, not broccoli!” or 
“I’m not eating those car¬ 
rots!” are common phrases 
echoed by many children 
at mealtimes, but it doesn’t

have to be this way. Parents 
can do several things to get 
children to eat and enjoy a 
variety of fruits and veg¬ 
etables. 

Fruits and vegetables are 
important sources of fiber 
and many vitamins children 
need for their health, growth 
and development. The U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 
MyPlate is a guideline for 
how to eat healthy. My¬ 
Plate suggests vegetables 
and fruits comprise half of 
a typical meal. Children de¬ 
velop food preferences at an 
early age so the earlier and 
more often children eat veg¬ 
etables, the better. 

Many children claim they 
do not like certain veg¬ 
etables when they’ve never 
tasted them. Make sure your 
children taste a particular 
vegetable before they de¬ 
cide not to like it. Some¬ 
times children don’t like the 
way a vegetable is prepared, 
which causes them believe 
they don’t like a vegetable. 
If your children don’t like a 
cooked vegetable, try offer¬ 
ing it raw or mixed with oth¬ 
er foods and vice versa. You 
can set a good example for 
your children by consuming 
more vegetables and fruits 
yourself, especially during 
family mealtimes when chil¬ 
dren are watching you. 


Parents should make sure 
children have ready access to 
fruits and vegetables. Make 
sure vegetables of some form 
are offered at every meal. 
Offering a variety of vege¬ 
tables at mealtime will allow 
children to pick the one they 
like. Pre-washing and keep¬ 
ing small bags of vegetables 
in the refrigerator allow the 
child to easily access and eat 
vegetables as snacks. 

Children are more likely 
to try things that they’ve 
helped prepare. Growing a 
garden, letting your child 
help you cook and visiting 
a farmers market or grocery 
store and allowing them to 
select the vegetables are 
good ways to get children to 
eat vegetables. 

Remember that serving 
sizes for children are smaller 
than adult serving sizes. A 
general guideline is one serv¬ 


ing equals one tablespoon of 
a vegetable for each year of 
the child’s age. Also remem¬ 
ber that children are individ¬ 
uals and vary in how much 
they eat and what they like. 

If your child still refuses 
a particular vegetable, keep 
trying. Children tend to fear 
new foods, and many times 
it will take them eight to 10 
tries before they are ready to 
taste the vegetable. It may 
take them even longer to de¬ 
cide they like it. 

Vegetables should be of¬ 
fered in a relaxed environ¬ 
ment. Forcing, threatening, 
punishing or offering a re¬ 
ward for eating vegetables 
have proven to be unsuccess¬ 
ful strategies to get children 
to eat and like vegetables.

Apple Grafting Workshop 

There will be an apple graft¬ 
ing workshop held Tuesday, 
March 20 at 6 p.m. at the 
Casey County Extension Of¬ 
fice. Rootstock and scion wood 
will be available. You can also 
bring your own scion wood. 

When collecting scion wood, 
look for last year’s growth. Wa¬ 
ter sprouts work well. Start at 
the tip of a branch and work 
your way back to the first set 
of bud scales. From the tip to 
the first set of bud scales is last 
year’s growth. 

This class teaches how you 
can get a start from your favor¬ 
ite apple tree. You can graft a 
piece of last year’s growth onto 
this rootstock and get a start of 
that tree. These are not apple 
trees. 

We will be ordering M-7, 
M-lll and Bud-9. The M-7 
is a semi-dwarf rootstock. 


M-7 will produce a full grown 
tree that is 15-20 feet tall. The 
M-lll will produce a tree that 
is approximately 75 percent the 
size of a normal tree. The Bud- 
9 is a dwarf rootstock that will 
produce a full grown tree that is 
10-12 feet tall.

Senate hears bills proposing constitutional amendments 


The Senate had a full week 
of legislation and committee 
meetings, in addition to log¬ 
ging in long hours working on 
the states biannual budget. With 
10 days remaining, you wifi see 
a flurry of bills voted through 
the chambers and updates on 
the budget and states road plan 
these last few working days. 

This week, the Senate con¬ 
sidered and approved many 
important measures. Two in 
particular propose constitution¬ 
al amendments. 

I am proud to co-sponsor 
Senate Bill 158, the Religious 
Freedom Act, which is a mea¬ 
sure that will protect religious 
freedom from an overbearing 
government. If approved by 
the House of Representatives, 
Kentuckians will have the op¬ 
portunity to vote on whether 
or not the government has 
the right to infringe on reli¬ 
gious beliefs except in a case 
of a compelling government 
interest and only then, using 
the least burdensome means. 
Courts would have more am¬ 
munition in favor of religion in 



the cases of, for example, the 
jailing of Amish who refused 
to highlight their buggies and 
people in Bell County who 
wanted to pray before football 
games. SB 158 takes us back to 
a traditional, more reasonable, 
standard. 

The other constitutional 
amendment, Senate Bill 10, 
would give the legislature more 
authority over administrative 
regulations. Administrative 
regulations have often been 
problematic for the Legislature, 
with the executive branch issu¬ 
ing them and enforcing them as 
law, sometimes counter to leg¬ 
islative intent. 

Although we do have an 
oversight process in place, 
some regulations do not receive 
approval by the Legislature, 
and are reissued and enforced 


by administrative bodies any¬ 
way. This measure, through 
the constitutional amendment, 
would ensure that legislative 
findings on the appropriateness 
of administrative regulations 
could not be so easily ignored. 

If these measures pass the 
House, where they require a 
60-vote super majority, it wifi 
be presented on the ballot this 
November for voter ratifica¬ 
tion. 

An additional measure af¬ 
fecting administrative bodies, 
Senate Bill 8, would require 
that any administrative bodies 
appointed by the governor be 
dissolved within 180 days af¬ 
ter the end of his or her term. 
I believe it is important to offer 
new opportunities every four 
years to review the value of 
each board and commission. 
Boards and commissions can 
be reconstituted by the Leg¬ 
islature, if deemed necessary. 
This wifi reduce the number of 
appointed bodies that remain 
in place and costing taxpayers 
money years after they are no 
longer relevant.

While there are many 
dedicated medical profes¬ 
sionals who can assist those 
with diabetes to manage the 
disease, there also happens to 
be those without proper in¬ 
struction or credentials. Senate 
Bill 198 establishes minimal 
quality standards by directing 
that diabetes educators be cer¬ 
tified. Families confronting the 
disease have enough to worry 
about. They should have the 
peace of mind to know they are 
receiving correct information 
from a knowledgeable source.

Preachers arrested on courthouse lawn 


Originally published in the 
July 21,1955 edition of The 
Casey County News 

Sheriff Clayton Thompson 
put under arrest two preachers 
Saturday afternoon when they 
got into a squabble. 

Just how the matter got 
started is a little mixed up, but 
there were actually about four 
preachers wanting to get into 
the deal. Two stepped aside but 
the other two got into some¬ 
thing of a squabble. 

Sheriff Thompson said they 
were shaking their fists, push¬ 
ing one another, arguing in a 
loud manner, and were attract¬ 
ing others as participants and a 
crowd watching them. Some¬ 
thing like 100 people made a 
huge circle for them. 

Asked what charges be 
placed against the men, Sheriff 
Thompson said he never did 
get to that, but it could have 
been for disturbance of the 
peace, breach of the peace, or 
something. 

Sheriff Thompson took the 
men before County Judge J.K. 
Price who was having a trial. 
Judge Price talked to the men, 
they shook hands, and then put 
their arms around each other. 
Judge Price then turned them 
loose. 

One man went ahead with 
his preaching, but did not at-

tract the audience he had when 
he and the other man were at 
their best. Most people simply 
drifted away. 

There have been several 
times in past years when two 
preachers wanted time on Sat¬ 


urday afternoon and have 
come close to words, but this 
was the first time they really 
ever tangled verbally and with 
a small amount of personal 
contact. 

None of the preachers used 
loud speakers against which 
the general public has a com¬ 
plaint most of the time. Lately 
the speakers have become 
louder and louder so that at 
times it is the opinion of many 
that they are bordering upon a 
public nuisance.

The participant will then be required to enter their name, MPI number, 
and DOB to complete the process. The participant will not have immediate access once the application is submitted. A 
Personal Identification Number (PIN) will be issued through the United States Postal Service within 7 days. This PIN must 
be activated within 35 days or you will have to contact your local office and have a new PIN issued. If you do not receive 
your PIN within 7 days please contact your local office so they can deactivate the PIN and issue new one. Just a few of the 
many benefits of becoming a KCSI participant are being able to locate your local child support office, submit online child 
support applications, make payments, print payment histories, and update personal information. If you do not already have 
an existing case you will go to the website and click on “Apply”. The applicant must have an active email account in order to 
apply. If you do not have an existing email account you will be instructed on how to obtain one in order to proceed with the 
application. 

The Casey County Child Support Staff are very excited about this new website. Caseworker, Shelly Vaughn, has 
attended meetings in Frankfort for the past 18 months contributing input in the development of the website in hopes to 
better serve both the child support caseworkers and the participants. We encourage you to use the website and utilize the 
many benefits that it has to offer.

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Murphy sent to pick up pieces at PCHS

If a change in leadership is 
really what Pulaski County 
High School needs, as state 
officials have suggested, 
then maybe a former busi¬ 
nessman’s approach is the 
way to go — and that’s what 
Mike Murphy brings to the 
table. 

Murphy is the new princi¬ 
pal at Pulaski County High 
School (PCHS). He comes 
from Pulaski Elementary, 
located just down University 
Drive from the high school, 
where he’s been principal 
for the last six years. 

Murphy takes over after 
Mark Wilson was removed 
from the same position as 
a result of the school’s low 
No Child Left Behind test 
scores. 

“It will take all of us — 
students, staff, adminis¬ 
trators, everyone — to do 
what’s best for the students 
(at PCHS),” said Murphy. 
“I’m looking forward to the 
opportunity.” 

Murphy has been in edu¬ 
cation for the last 12 years, 
serving as assistant princi¬ 
pal at Pulaski Elementary 
for three years before taking 
over there, and as a science 
teacher at Casey County 
Middle School before that. 

A 1979 graduate of Casey 
County High School and the 
son of Marion and Bernita 
Murphy of Liberty, he also 
holds Bachelors and Mas¬ 
ters degrees and Rank I from 
Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. 


Murphy didn’t get into the 
education field until he was 
39.

company, and also doing 
similar work with OshKosh 
B’Gosh, the children’s ap¬ 
parel giant. 

However, in the mid-’90s, 
the kind of job Murphy 
was doing began being out¬ 
sourced to places like South 
America. 

Murphy decided it was 
time for a change — and 
with his wife Angela (known 
in her own right as a princi¬ 
pal from Northern Middle 
School) and father in educa¬ 
tion, Murphy felt that might 
be the way to go. 

“I didn’t want to chase that 
business (textiles) anymore 
because it wasn’t secure,” 
said Murphy. “My wife and 
I elected for me to go back 
to school. Education is defi¬ 
nitely something I’m pas¬ 
sionate about.” 

Replacing the popular 
Wilson at PCHS will be a 
tough task. Students gath¬ 
ered in the front of PCHS 
on Feb. 28 for a protest of 
sorts — with varying reports 
on how many students were 
present; different students 
have suggested to the Com¬ 


monwealth Journal and on 
Facebook that there was 
anywhere from 20 to 60 to 
several hundred students 
present — over Wilson’s re¬ 
moval. 

“Mr. Wilson will be tough 
to replace,” said Murphy. 
“Hopefully I can fill those 
shoes as well.” 

However, it was because 
of PCHS falling about six 
points under the state av¬ 
erage for test scores that 
caused the assessment by 
the Kentucky Department 
of Education to recommend 
a change in leadership at the 
school. 

Meanwhile, Pulaski El¬ 
ementary had a 104 index 
score in 2011, four points 
above what the state ex¬ 
pects. 

Things are expected to 
change, with a totally new 
assessment system coming 
up this year, but Murphy is 
confident his approach will 
continue to reap success at 
his new school, and says he 
feels that a background in 
business will help him be a 
strong leader at PCHS. 

“I understand how to build 
a successful enterprise with 
people in it,” said Murphy. 
“My department (at Osh¬ 
Kosh B’Gosh) didn’t exist 
before I got there. While I 
was there, we built it into the 
top half percent of (printing 
and embroidery) producers 
in the nation. Teamwork is 
something I want. 

“The main thing we’ll 
be focusing on is data,” he 
added. “That’s what the state 
wants, is for us to make da¬ 
ta-driven decisions, instead 


of just saying, ‘We think 
this is what we need to do.’ 
We need to use performance 
data to make decision and 
run a team, and help chil¬ 
dren be successful in college 
or career.” 

Wilson will remain with 
the school system. In fact, 
Pulaski Elementary assistant 
principal Angela Wilson will 
become the interim principal 
at that school (with a larger 
hiring search to come later), 
and Mark Wilson will go to 
aid her transition as the as¬ 
sistant, rounding out a trade 
of sorts between Pulaski 
High School and Pulaski El¬ 
ementary. 

Murphy started at PCHS 
on March 7. Mark Wilson 
will remain principal until 
then. 

Murphy said he expressed 
interest in the job at PCHS; 
Superintendent Steve Butch¬ 
er said he talked to several 
parties, but none of them re¬ 
ally had any interest in the 
job. Murphy did. 

“Honestly, not a lot of 
people want to be principal,” 
said Butcher, who was able to 
make the Murphy hire more 
or less immediately this time 
with the change being immi¬ 
nent. “When we hired Mark, 
only eight people applied, 
and three of them were from 
out of state.” 

Nevertheless, Murphy is 
a hire with which Butcher 
seems very pleased. 

“We felt like he was the 
right person for the job,” 
said Butcher. “His experi¬ 
ence and his dedication to 
the district made him the 
right choice.”

Federal student aid programs 
can help pay college costs 


The federal government 
sponsors numerous financial 
aid programs that can help stu¬ 
dents and their parents pay col¬ 
lege expenses. Below is a brief 
summary from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) that de¬ 
scribes some of the more com¬ 
mon federal grant and loan pro¬ 
grams. Grants generally do not 
have to be repaid, but loans do. 

• Federal Pell Grant: Pell 
Grants provide up to $5,550 
per year for undergraduates 
with financial need. 

• Federal Supplemental Edu¬ 
cational Opportunity Grant: 
grants that provide up to $4,000 
per year for undergraduate stu¬ 
dents who have exceptional fi¬ 
nancial need. 

• Federal Perkins Foan: loans 
for students with exceptional 
financial need. Undergraduates 
can get up to $5,500 per year, 


while graduate students can get 
up to $8,000 per year. 

• Federal Stafford Foan: 
Stafford Foans are available 
to undergraduate, graduate 
and professional students. The 
amount students may borrow 
varies depending upon their 
year in school. 

• Federal PFUS Foan: Par¬ 
ents of dependent undergradu¬ 
ate students may qualify for 
PFUS Foans, depending on 
the parents’ credit ratings. The 
amount available depends on 
how much other financial aid 
the student receives. Graduate 
students may apply for PFUS 


Foans if they have exhausted 
all of their Stafford Foan eligi¬ 
bility. 

The Free Application for 
Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) 
is used to apply for all of these 
programs. Families seeking a 
PFUS Foan must also submit a 
separate application.

Most legislation that the 
General Assembly passes 
each year falls in one of two 
categories: It either protects, 
or it promotes. 

That was especially evi¬ 
dent this past week in the 
Kentucky House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, which voted for 
bills that range from fur¬ 
ther limiting abuse of our 
youngest and oldest citizens 
to helping more students in 
the coal fields of Eastern 
Kentucky get their four-year 
college degree. 

Both bills centering on 
abuse made it through the 
chamber unanimously. One 
would create an adult-abuse 
registry to ensure that those 
convicted of harming the el¬ 
derly do not have the oppor¬ 
tunity to work in jobs related 
to the care of older Kentuck¬ 
ians. Both Gov. Beshear and 
the House recommend that 
money be set aside in the 
budget to get this database 
up and running. 

The other bill, meanwhile, 
would set up an indepen¬ 
dent review of the state’s 
child protection system in 
those tragic cases in which 
a child either died as a re¬ 
sult of abuse or was severely 
injured. Several high-pro¬ 
file cases in recent months 



showcase the need to see 
what more the state can do 
to stop this from ever hap¬ 
pening again. 

Another tragedy affecting 
the state has been the steady 
rise of synthetic drugs. The 
General Assembly has ad¬ 
opted model legislation 
in recent years to combat 
these poisons, but the under¬ 
ground chemists have found 
ways to circumvent many of 
our efforts. 

That would hopefully 
stop under a bill the House 
approved on March 13. It 
would extend the definition 
of these drugs, making it 
much tougher if not impos¬ 
sible for the chemists to keep 
up, and it cracks down on 
those stores that sell them. 

In other action last week, 
the House passed a bill that 
would use coal severance 
funds to help students in a 
16-county area in Eastern 
Kentucky complete their 
bachelor’s degree if they al¬ 
ready have at least 60 hours 


of college credit. The goal is 
to raise the region’s college 
attainment rate closer to the 
state average. 

In other major legislation, 
the House voted to keep our 
businesses from paying a 
potentially steep penalty tied 
to unemployment insurance. 

Two years ago, business 
and labor leaders and the 
General Assembly came to¬ 
gether to formulate a plan 
to pay off the nearly $1 bil¬ 
lion dollars that the state’s 
unemployment insurance 
fund had to borrow from the 
federal government to cover 
benefits. 

There wasn’t a deal at the 
time, though, on how to pay 
for the interest on that fed¬ 
eral loan. If no plan to pay 
this interest is put in place, 
our businesses could lose 
a federal tax credit, which 
could cost them up to $600 
million. 

The House plan would 
keep that from happening 
if it becomes law. It has the 
support of the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Kentucky State Building 
and Trades Council and sev¬ 
eral other prominent organi¬ 
zations. 

In another dose of good 
news in this area, we learned 


this month that Kentucky’s 
unemployment rate has 
dipped to a level not seen in 
three years. 

A few days later, that was 
followed up with the news 
that state revenues were up 
nearly 4 percent in February 
when compared to the same 
time last year, with most of 
that due to increased con¬ 
sumer spending. So far, this 
fiscal year’s growth has sig¬ 
nificantly out-paced what 
was projected last year, and 
our Road Fund is doing 
even better. 

The General Assem¬ 
bly will wrap up much of 
its work at the end of this 
month, meaning a lot of 
work remains in the short 
time we have left. Your con¬ 
tributions to this process are 
vital.

It is 
powered by the XAP Corpo¬ 
ration. 

The new site replaces the 
former www.GoHigherKY. 
org. Students who had ac¬ 
counts on www. GoHigherKy. 
org can use the same user- 
name and password to ac¬ 
cess www.kytranscript.org. 
Students who did not have a 
www.GoHigherKY account 
can create an account by go¬ 
ing to the new site.

garbage rates by $1 a month 
to $11.50. 

Councilman Steven Brown 
made the motion but the other 
four council members pres¬ 
ent — Brad Vaughn, Brian 
Beeler, Jim Ellison, and Larry 
Bowmer — declined to sec¬ 
ond the motion. Councilman 
Mitch Phillips arrived at the 
meeting 30 minutes late. 

Sweeney told council mem¬ 
bers last month in a special- 
called meeting that the city 
faced a $76,066 deficit in the 
garbage department’s budget. 

When the mayor brought 
up raising the water rates for 
the city, Vaughn asked about 
the last increase in 2009 when 
the city increased water rates 
by 18 percent, from $9.42 to 
the current rate of $11.48. 

Vaughn said after the meet¬ 
ing that he felt an increase 
isn’t justified at this time. 

“I feel like there’s other 
ways around it,” he said. 


Cuts threatened 

Sweeney said that the coun¬ 
cil, in refusing to address the 
utility rate increase he’s seek¬ 
ing, has now put him in the 
position where he’ll make 
cuts. 

“I will take the necessary 
action to assure the city utili¬ 
ties aren’t in a money losing 
position,” Sweeney said. 

When asked what those 
measures might entail and if 
city workers would be laid 
off, the mayor said it was a 
possibility that lay offs might 
happen. 

“I don’t yet know what 
those measures will be but 
you’ll know in a couple of 
weeks,” he said. 

Sweeney has threatened to 
stop curb-side recycling pick 
up as well as cutting garbage 
pick up from five days to 
four. 

The one cost cutting mea¬ 
sure that has been implement¬ 
ed since February was prohib¬ 
iting Liberty police officers 


from driving their cruisers to 
their homes for a projected 
savings of about $3,000 an¬ 
nually. 

Special called meeting 

The mayor announced 
Monday that there will be a 
special called meeting today 
(Wednesday), to discuss util¬ 
ity rates, budget matters and 
personnel. 

“I want to go before the 
public in an open meeting to 
discuss the implications of 
raising or not raising utility 
rates,” Sweeney said. “Hope¬ 
fully, the council will step up 
to the plate to take action, but 
if not, I want everyone to know 
what steps will be taken.” 

Welcome center 

In other action, City Attor¬ 
ney G. Davis Wilson issued 
a written opinion concerning 
a request from Ronnie Davis 
and his brother Mike to take 
about 50 feet of land the city 
owns at the junction of North 
U.S. 127 and Ky. 837, or the 


Connector Road. 

The Davis brothers are de¬ 
veloping a piece of land which 
adjoins the city’s Welcome 
Center property to the north. 

The Davis’s had proposed 
to build a road to enter their 
property straight across from 
where the Connector Road 
now ends. They also told the 
city council that they would 
pay to build the road if the city 
would then maintain it. 

The city attorney’s letter 
stated that the terms of the 
deed prevents the city from 
giving the Davis brothers a 
portion of the lot. 

“.. .the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky transferred the 1.05 
acres described in the deed to 
the city on the condition that 
the real property is used for a 
welcome/tourist center or for 
other public use. The deed 
further provides that should 
the real property cease to be 
used for public purposes, 
then it would revert back to 
the Commonwealth of Ken¬ 
tucky,” the letter stated.

■ Continued from front 
on her. 

After officers received no 
answer at Arinsmier’s home 
at 9:35 a.m. on Saturday, they 
entered and found her unre¬ 
sponsive. 

Taylor County Coroner Ter- 
ly Dabney pronounced Arins- 
mier dead at the scene. He said 
she had been severely injured. 
An autopsy mled the cause of 
Arinsmier’s death to have been 
blunt force trauma. 

After being arrested on an 
unrelated charge and then in¬ 
terviewed by police, Durham 
was charged with committing 
the murder. He was lodged at 
the Taylor County Detention 
Center and remained there at 
press time. 


Durham pleaded not guilty 
to the crime in Taylor District 
Court. A judge held the charge 
to the grand jury for possible 
indictment. 

Taylor Circuit Court Judge 
Allan Bertram set Durham’s 
bond at $500,000 cash and, if 
released, ordered him to not 
have any weapons. 

Public Defender C.B. Bates 
of the Department of Public 
Advocacy in Columbia was 
appointed to represent Durham. 
Bates did not return a phone 
call to comment on Durham’s 
indictment. 

In addition to a life sentence 
on the murder charge, Durham 
faces as much as 10 years in 
prison on the evidence and 
theft charges. 

Durham was scheduled to 


be arraigned in Taylor Circuit 
Court before Bertram yester¬ 
day (March 20) at 1 p.m. 

Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Tim Cocanougher said on 
March 13 that the prosecution 
has found no evidence that 
would constitute Durham fac¬ 
ing the death penalty. 

Cocanougher declined to 
comment on the evidence and 
theft charges Durham faces. 

Campbellsville Police De¬ 
tective David Tucker is inves¬ 
tigating Arinsmier’s murder, 
along with Campbellsville Po¬ 
lice Capt. Pat Thompson and 
officers Ben Riggs and Nel¬ 
son Bishop and Taylor County 
Sheriff’s Detective Brian Pick¬ 
ard. 

According to Durham’s ar¬ 
rest citation, he told police that

from Sept. 18, 2007 to Sept. 
18, 2009. 

The grand jury also in¬ 
dicted Reusser on 20 counts 
of second-degree rape, alleg¬ 
ing that from Sept. 18, 2009 
to Jan. 15, 2012, he engaged 
in sexual intercourse with a 
female less than 14 years old 
on 20 separate occasions. He 
also faces a separate charge of 
second-degree sodomy, also 
during the same period and 
with the same female. 

Additional charges against 
Reusser include three counts 
of incest which allege some of 
these sex acts were commit¬ 
ted with two females whom 
he knew to be his daughters. 

Another charge alleges that 
Reusser committed first-de¬ 
gree sexual abuse on a female 
who also was less than 12 
years old when the acts were 
committed during the period 
from March 27, 2011 to Jan.
